PARIS, Muy 4.—Aa a result of a fire 


which broke out at 4 o'clock thia after- 
•coon in a crowded charitable bazaar, de- 
otroyiiiB tho bui Id inn in an incredibly 
ehort time, ono hundred charred and 
•mangled corpses are laid out in the 
1'alnid do L'Indiiatriu,oiiu hundred more 
are believed to bo beneath the rulna aud 
tiie injured are numbered by acuroa. 


Tho manager* of tbe hussar hnd ar- 


ranged t:ie stalls BO ag to roproaont a 
street of old I'.vrie, and it w:ig opened 
yesterday. Tho proceeds of tho sales at 
each stall wore devoted to n separate 
charity. Stalls wore prodded over by 
Mine. Fovriur, tliu wife of General Fev- 
rier; the Marquise do L'Aigle, Mine. 
Macoba, liiinmno Del la Lunetle, the 
Mnnjuiao du St. Michael, tliu Duchess 
D'Uiwe, Mine. Mignotte, thu Baromie 
St. Kidier, the Oouitoase de XAlyunnka, 
the Marquiee de I.o Goustter, the Mar- 
ouiee Di Argonce, thu MitrqiiUodo Pltti, 
the Duchiwa D'Alencon, a member of 
tbe Orleans family;

Tlio roof and almost the whole building 
coilnpued, falling upon the untortundte 
people. 


Many of them are supposed to have 


previously succumbed to stilling amnku.

corpses have been laid out in tbe Palais 
de L'Lnduatrie. It ia believed that an- 
other hundred are beneath tbo mine. 


The building waa erected 
in the 


flimsiest manner, the nudity of the 
ecaffoldinK inside being concealed by 
tapestry of tho most inflammable de- 
scription. The bazaar WBR in full awing 
when suddenly, about 4 o'clock, tbo cry 
of fire roae in the quarter whore the 
kinetiuograph waa being exhibited. One 
of the aurvivora telle to tbe correspond- 
ent oE tbo Aseociated Proaa hia expert- 


"The place was crammed lull of peo- 
ple and- the heat wan stifling.. Being 
very uncomfortable, my friends and I 
determined to leave, but somehow we 
.could not make much headway through 
the throng toward the door. I etayed a 
little behind, aa I was offered a nosegay 
by a atall bolder, when, of a audden, tbe 
ebout of Ore was raiaod. Inatantly all 
waa commotion. 


"We tried to keep cool, bat tbe rash 


from behind forced ae forward and we 
were separated. Then I tried to work 
my way back but I was carried off my 
feet and carried backward and forward 
in the swaying crowd. I loat my bat, 
then my coat was torn off, and tben my 
jwaiatcoat. All thia happened in a few 


"Immediately tbe full extent of the 


Calamity dawned upon ua alt. The 
Barnes spread with startling rapidity 
throughout the whole building, which 
Ambled like a living furnace, but tbe 


iproar of tbe conflagration could not 
•Town the groana and crioa of tbo agon- 
ftd crowd, 


||"GraduaIly I found myself pushed 
*--k against the wall of tbe building 


finally succeeded in scrambling 


ttbrongb an opening made by some of 
"*-oae who wore near mo. Two seconds 


ter I would hftve baen n victim, for 
prdly had I struggled through the door 
Ifore I hearrt a dreadful crash aa the 
fzmgroof fall In. 


"I cannot describe tho ntrncrgle which 
'wed. No word's can depict tbo hor- 


if thftflcnrm.

The whole thing was over in twel 
minutes, and nothing remained but tl 
charred aud blackened ruina of th 
li-.aar." 


The dead were piled in heaps ao 
especially near the exit, where tl 
charred remains were live feet deop. I 
some cases only tbe trunks remainei 
with no vestige of.clothing. 


The lireineu arrived at <j o'clock ai 


n company of infantry followed to clea 
tho ruina and seerch for corpses. Tit 
news spread like wildfire. Alt the cab 
inct ministers now in Paria went iui 
mediately to the scene. Hundreds t 
equipages strolled along the Champ 
Eiyeeea, their occupants all anxiou 
and with tear-etuinod facea iuquirinn fo 
their relative?. 
There wore man 


heartrending scenes of grief. Qne lail 
rushed about frantically calling he 
daughter by name. Some one told he 
tho 
girl 
wua safe, whereupon eh 


jumped, dancod, screamed, then ruabe 
to the coachman to toll him to driv 
home, and fell in a dead swoon. 


Another lady went insane. A-tbif 


magined in her frenzy that she recog 
nizsd her daughter's dress and hysteric 
ally called upon heVhuaband to tell tho 
[>olice to prevent her child from goin 
;o the bazaar. Cabinet miaiaters, am 
)a9aadors, noblemen and men of the 
higheat social circles were aide by aide 
vitb the lowest and the poorest, anx 
ouaiy inquiring for their missing rela 
tivee. 


Thirty were saved by Fere Arabroiee 


and. Fere Bailli, who helped them over 
he wall with a ladder to the oflice 
of tbe newspaper La Groix. The etaf 
of the Hotel Du Palaia lent valuable as 
istnnce and saved 150 persons through 


barred window overlooking the ba 
aar, where, .while the hotel employes 
were carrying away the bodies, they aaw 
hree persons burned to death. 
Policemen, their bands covered with 
lovee, have been deputized by the pre- 
ect of police to pick out tbe portions ol 
atnaina and to wrap them in piecea o: 
loth, to he transferred in ambulances

TliH building was constructed about 
x niontha ago. At tho Li mo it was re- 
iarkud ttmt it would burn like march- 
ood. Tho inturior was divided into 
IODS a hi old Paris, constructed of pret> 
ly painted canvass. 
The correspondent of the Associated 
ro4s IIIB bad an interview with Miss 
Isiu Itusiib-ick of Philmlulphiii, who, 
ith tlm Missett liawtliorne nnd BiiHli- 
«;:k were nmoug the few who nsuaped, 
though uol uiiaciUied. Miaa 1'tmh- 
eck caid: 
"I wusa aaleswotnun nt hooth No. 15, 
car the place where tbo lire originated, 
arrived ut 10 minutes pnat 4 with my 
lends. \Ve stopped to look around the 
znur and stopped at a lottery whuol, 
hure 1 won a bunch of asparagus. Just 
ion, happuninu to turn round, 1 aaw 
ud cAlleil my friends' attention to a 
ckor in the corner of tlm wall, atiout 
fteen yarda uwuy. Hardly hud I donn 


when u gentleman behind mo crlfd 
•e.luJtoti hnniuii out,1 and pushed me 


uwtird tlm (ioorrather roughly, but for- 
unately for me. 
"A« tbio was my eccoml esperience 
nder such circumstances, I advised my 
wn friends to raisa tlinir ekirta in the 
out ao they would not stumble over 
113111. 
"We were then just ateppinc on the 
rat of the ilirttj ateps leuclitig outof the 
illding. 
'•Turning my head to lock back, I 
w tbo wholo place in U nines. At my 
ft I caught a glimpse of an old lady 
nerglng from an adjacent door and 
w bur Btumhle on her skirts. Tbo 
ixt instant quite twenty persona piled 
1 top of her. I crossed tho street and 
irned around to face tho firo, but al- 
ady the hunt wae ao intense that it 
orchod me and I waa obliged to raise 
y hand a to protect my fiten. When 
e roof fell in with a terrible crash, cer- 
inly not more tlmn live minutes had 
apsed from ttie tlret warning. Such 
IB the intensity of tlie hont that I saw 
rirf.man's jncket, i united and ndvprnl nf 
.o hors»s wort) badly eumud. Out of 
10 pile of pureonfi who fell near 
the 


]or none wore Paved. All were burned 
a moment. Of the four nuna at my 
<otli two were saved, and one of tbe 
rca blind girls who were cngn^d 
ere. The visitors wore for the moat 
nt ladies iiorgoouBly drcesed." 
Tho bazaar alto^othor had ei^ht doora, 
ree in front nml ono on tbe left aide, 
i the rear were four like French win- 
>ws, which were especially reserved for 
e employee. 
The crowd near the 


ain entrances were able to escape, but 
oae at tbe other end, not knowing of 
e doora reserved for tbe employee, 
urid themselves hemmed in. 
Aa tho flro spread tho pressure on tbo 
:ht aide, whore there were no exile, 
apt steadily increasing. Hero a num* 
er of victims were crushed to death. 
Ono young woman, still wearing on 
9r hreaat the badge of a stall alien ti- 
nt, waa seen rushing about in her petti- 
ht, her dress having been torn off to 
e thrown over a lady who was in 
ainoa. Her one anxiety was to find 
;r parents and tell them of her safety. 
Words fail to describe the horror of 
e scene at the Palais do I/Indu^trie, 
:iere the bodies are exposed on the side 
ixt to the avenue Bauton, in a portion 
tho building now in course of demoli- 
m. Here, in s large room rudely cov- 
ed with rough planks, and on sheets 
pread over planks, tbe bodiea aa they 
rived from the ambulances are being 
aced in three long rowe. Here ie ex- 
mpliiicd death by lire with all ita hor- 
ra, bodiea completely nude, limbs 
plated in the writhing of agony, some 
ill having abrade of clothing which 
aiat in recognition in spite of horrible 
aQgurement, bones visible through 
re-eaten flesh, eom« mere skeletons or 
inning skulls blackened with smoke. 
At 8.30 p.m. oniy six bodiea have 


boon recognized with certainty. T''ose 
are the bodies of Mme.

An electric lieht has been installed at 
the acene of the fire to assist the fireman 
in recovering the bodies. It is now no- 
ticed that in moat cases the heads of tbe 
victims were burned to a cinder, even 
when other pnrta of the bodies were not 
much injured. This ia explained by the 
fact that thn thickly tarred roof fell in 
blazing ma"fiP8 upon their hpndn. Tt 
waa reporter! that Mile. Lncilta Fan re, 
who left th« Elyoe to co tho htwii&r, 
had porishod. M. flanotnnx drove up 
in cre.at haste to inquire concerning nor 
and WAS followed by Mme. Faure, pale 
with terror and excitement, who was 


assured by learning that her daugbte 
was not dead.
